It would report back to the parent 
committee which should then.make recommendations for a 
solution to the General Assemoly based upon the sub-committee's 
report.

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MEMORANDUM 
PALESTINE AND THE UNITED NATIONS 


Following the conversation on March 20, 1947, 
at which time a memorandum dated March 18, 1947 with 
regard to Palestine and the United Nations was 
presented by the British Ambassador to the Acting 
Secretary, careful consideration has been given to 
the various points which have been raised and informal 
discussions have taken place between officers of the 


British Embassy and of the Department. 


It is stated in the memorandum under reference 
that the British Covernment has already made it clear 
that it wishes the United Nations to make recommenda- 
tions concerning the future government of Palestine 


and that in submitting the problem to the General 


Assembly the British Government had in mind simply to 


provide factual and historical material dealing with 


the administration of the country under the Mandate. 


The British Government, in the memorandum under 


reference, has raised the question whether the 


Department, in asking for a fuller definition of the 


part which the British Government wishes the United 


Nations to play, desires the British Government to 


make suggestions for procedure or for policy. 


The United States Government is of tne opinion 
that it would be extremely difficult for the United 


Nations to undertake to consider the problem of 


Palestine unless the United Nations was in receipt 


of some kind of a communication from the British 


/Government 
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Government containing its formulation of the problem, 
The position of the United States Government, in this 
latter respect, is that the British Government itself 
is in the best position to determine the nature of the 


formulation of the problem which it desires to present 


to the United Nations. 


The position of the United States Government, 
with regard to tne procedure in the United Nations, 
is that it is prepared to agree to any procedure for 
handling the problem which is clearly in accordance 
with the Charter of the United Nations and which would 
appear to expedite such handling. The United States 
Government would, for example, be prepared to support 
what it has been given to understand was the original 
British proposal that a special session of the General 
Assembly of the United Nations be called for the 
purpose of appointing a committee to consider the 
Palestine question. Such committee could assemble, 


analyze and collate all pertinent available data; 
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could study the various issues which appear to be 
involved; and could present the various alternative 
solutions of the problem, together with the committee's 
recommendations concerning each alternative solution, 


to the General Assembly of the United Nations. 


The Department is of the opinion, with regard 
to the legal and other difficulties which it sees in 
the proposal for an ad hoc committee appointed by the 


Secretary General, that the appointment of a committee

in this manner is neither sanctioned nor prohibited 
by the Charter of the United Nations. In view of 


this opinion, the Department feels that, if a 


committee were appointed in this manner, any work 


which it undertook of recommendations which it made 


to the General Assembly of the United Nations with 


regard to the delicate and complex problem of 
Palestine might be open to question and might have 


the effect of rendering a complicated problem more 


difficult.

The brass hats of the army and navy are the 
natural allies of the New Deal spendthrifts, not 
necessarily because they are New Dealers, but 
because they are spendthrifts. It is because of 
their pressure, more than any other, that the 
internationalist Republicans weakened on the 
economy issue. Vandenberg and others assert 
that we cannot weaken our army and navy with:

Military strength, including naval strength, is 
a relative matter.

The Brit- 
ish, by comparison of their fleet with ours, 
haven’t the second fieet. They have about the 
tenth fleet, the other eight being nonexistent. 
They have a battleship fleet, which the Pacific 
war showed to be useless. They have few car-

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PLAYING POLITICS * 
WITH PALESTINE 

Foreign Minister Bevin of Britain has ac- 
cused Mr. Truman ‘of playing politics last 
October when the President issued a statement 
urging the British to admit 100,000 Jews to 
Palestine. Mr. Truman replies that the charge 
cannot be true because he had said the same 
thing previously. This doesn’t explain, how- 
ever, why he released his statement just a 
month before the congressional. election and 
on the eve of a Jewish holiday, when he would 
command a maximum of attention. from the 
voters he was trying to influence. 

At the time, everybody in this country recog- 
|nized the statement as a political maneuver, 
i directed particularly at New York City. Com- 
ment to that effect was offered in this and a 
great many other newspapers, Mr. Truman’s 
denial gets him nowhere. 

Mr. Bevin says that when he remonstrated 
‘with Secretary of State Byrnes, the answer he 
received was that if Mr. Truman had not issued 
his statement Gov. Dewey, a candidate for re- 
election as governor, with ambitions for the 
| Presidential nomination in 1948, would have 
i taken the play from him. 

Mr. Truman, therefore, had not the slightest 
scruples about attempting to drag Palestine 
into the campaign as a domestic issue in a cheap 
' and obvious bid for Jewish votes in the United 
| States. No more did Dewey. In a play for the 
| large Jewish vote in New York City, he made a 
eneech before the United Palestine Appeal in 
| the Commodore hotel in New York on Oct. 6, 
| two days after Truman had cabled his statement 
to Prime Minister Attlee. 

Brazenly trafficking in the misery of Europe’s 
Jews, Dewey endeavored to outbid Truman for 
the Jewish vote. He called for large scale and 
immediate Jewish immigration into Palestine, 
declaring that “it must be an immigration not 
of 100,000 but of several hundreds of thousands.” 

Both politicians, like Mr. Roosevelt before 
them, were angling for the support of American 
Zionists. Mr. Roosevelt got away with it until 
he was caught making contradictory promises 
to the Arabs. Mr. Bevin says that the immedi- 
ate consequence of the Truman and Dewey 
statements was disastrous so far as the dis- 
placed Jews in Europe were concerned. He 
insists that he already had persuaded the Arabs 
to accept the immigration of 18,000 Jews a year 
and he felt there was a good prospect of 
raising the quota “if bitterness of feeling had 
not ‘been increased by American pressure for 
the immediate decision on 100,000.” 

As a result, Arab opposition was intensified 
and negotiations have since been practically at 
a standstill. The consequence has been a virtual 
war in Palestine between the Jewish under- 
ground and British troops, and a savage British 
policy of exclusion of all immigration. Jewish 
refugee ships have been headed off by British 
warships and their unfortunate human cargo 
carried off to concentration camps on the island 
of Cyprus. : : 

Bevin may have seen fit to try to shift part 
of Britain’s responsibility for the tragic failure 
to achieve a Palestine settlement to the United 
States by attributing the entire breakdown of 
negotiations to Truman’s and Dewey’s elee- 
tioneering, but he was certainly on sound 
ground when he asserted that Britain, as the 
mandatory power, had responsibility for Pales. 
tine. 

This fssue should never have been dragged 
into American domestic politics, whatever the 
agitation of extremist groups for intervention. 
For the sake of a few votes, Truman and Dewey 
were willing to prejudice the hope of some 
equitable agreement which would have allowed 
for substantial Jewish immigration without 
arousing the bitter animosity of the whole Arab 
world. The worst part about it was that it 
was none of their business, and no fit business 
into which to inject the American government.

JERUSALEM (@)—After a week 
of closed meetings, the Jewish 
Agency executive was expected to 
issue a statement today outlining 
its plans for presenting the Jewish 
case in Palestine to the United 
Nations.

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We are fast approaching the greatest crisis 
in the history of the wortd: the period which 
Daniel calls, in the 12th chapter, fourth verse 
“the time of the end.” 


The Jewish race is the key to all interna- 
tional problems in our modern world. For 25 
years the Jews have been gomg back in large 
numbers to their own land which, geographi- 
cally, is most centrally located. It is evident 
that God intended it to be, in a singutar way, 
the moral and spiritual center of the world. 
The key between East and West, Palestine 
commands equal facilities of access to Europe, 
Africa and Asia. “Thus saith the Lord GOD; 
This is Jerusalem: I have set it in the midst of 
the nations and countries that are round about 


her’. (Ezek. 5:5). 


Now God is the controller of history; conse- 
quently we have the rise and scope of nations 
divinely appointed, as we read in Acts 17:26: 
“And hath made of one blood all nations of 
men for to dwell on all the-face of the earth, 
and hath determined the times before ap- 
pointed, and the bounds of their habitation.” 
But regarding the Jew, He has spoken a spec- 
ial and specific word; thus: “... the LORD thy 
God hath chosen thee to be a special people 
unto himself, above all people that are upon the 
face of the earth.” (Deut. 7:6). And again He 
says, in Isaiah 43:21: “This people have I 
formed for myself; they shall shew forth :nv 
praise.” 


The eyes of the Jews are Zionward, and the 
present anti-Semitic rage all over the world is 
being overruled to unsettle them and to restore 
them to the land. This is a part of the divine 
purpose concerning them, which finds an 
abundant and distinct expression in the pro- 
phetic Word, in which is stated: “Hear the 
word of the LORD, O ye nations, and declare 
it in the isles afar off and say, He that scat- 
tered Israel will gather him, and keep him, as 
a shepherd doth his flock.” (Jer. 31:10). The 
original promise of the land and his seed, to 
Abraham, is found in Gen. 13:15: “For all the 
land which thou seest, to thee will I give it, and 
to thy seed forever.” This covenant is re- 
peated several times thereafter, and Dr. Chaim 
Weitzman, the President of the World Zionist 
Movement, has lately called special attention to 
it, stating that Scripture knows nothing of a 
covenant with the Arabs, or any other Gen- 
tile nation. 


The Jews are suffering, and their suffering 
and distress have never been so great. Manv 
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of the Jews who returned to Palestine are very 
disappointed because they thought that as soon 
as they came there they would find peace and 
rest for their souls. On my recent visit to 
Palestine, I saw them in their great despair 
going to the Wailing Wali, where they wept 
and cried for the coming of the Messiah, Who 
shall give them the peace for which they are 
so greatly longing. My heart was aching when 
1 stood there among them, because I saw 
how they in their deep distress were striking 
ther faces against the Wall and wetting the 
stones with their tears. What a_ tragedy! 
Right there, at this so memorable place, I 
prayed: “O God of Israel, open the blinded 
eves of Thy pecple, that they may behold Thy 
efory in the face of Jesus Christ, and use us 
to lead them out of ther darkness to the glor- 
ious Light of Calvary.”

Oh, how the Jews need Jesus! We are so 
anxious to bring them to Him, for He is the 
only solution for their troubles. We are doing 
our utmost to show them the Way of Life, and 
during the last year we have greatly extended 
our activities. We now have over 30 mission- 
aries laboring among the Jews in this country, 
in Palestine and other foreign countries. Be- 
sides, we are doing missionary work over the 
radio, proclaiming the Gospel at present over 
70 stations from coast to coast, to Jews and 
Gentiles. In addition, we are sending each 
week about 2,000 Ibs. of fodd and clothing to 
the refugees and needy Jews abroad. How- 
ever, we must do more, because the time is 
short and the necd is so great. Remember that 
the Jews without the Lord Jesus Christ are 
lost.

ARTLINE TIS. 
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(“Watching and Waiting’) 
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Surely all Christian people must think of 
Palestine as the rightful refuge and home for 
persecuted and Continental Jews after the war. 
Palestine is without deubt their ‘Land of 
Promise,” alas, it has so often become “the 
land of broken promises,” especially since the 
Balfour Declaration of 1917, which we do well 
to recall: 


“His Majesty’s Government views with favour 
the establishment in Palestine of a national 
home for the Jewish people, and will use their 
best endeavours to facilitate the achievement 
of this object, it being clearly understood that 
nothing shall be done which’ may prejudice the 
civil and religious rights of existing non-Jewish 
communities in Palestine, or the rights and 
political status enjoyed in any other country.” 


For the first few years it was well imple- 
mented under the British Mandate from the 


League of Nations—so well, in fact, that Pales- 


tine became the most prosperous country in 
the world. Indeed, when the world-wide finan- 
cial slump came, Palestine had no unemploy- 
ment, and was the only land to balance her 
budget, and that with a surp'us: but later, 
Britain failed the Jews and muddled the ad- 
ministration, through yielding to the agitation 
of terrorist Arabs, led by the Grand Mufti of 
Jerusalem, since unveiled as an out-and-out 
Nazi sympathizer! 


In 1936 a British Royal Commission visited 
the land, and returned with a proposal to divide 
It between Jews and Arabs, a scheme which 
satisfied neither people and shocked world opin- 
ion. It was as unsatisfactory and revolting to 
sympathizers with Jewry as was the Hoare- 
Laval pact to portion Abyssinia. Britain sought 
to “appease the Arabs” and issued the infa- 
mous 1939 “White Paper,” which limited Jew- 
ish emigration and then stopped it altogether. 
This evil policy was stimulated by the late 
Lord Rothermere and the Daily Mail, which 
recommended that the Mandate be handed to 
Mussolini and Italy. No doubt Vatican intrigue 
was behind the idea. Tt is now generally 
realized that Fascist and Nazi designs inspired 
the Grand Mufti in h's opposition and supplied 
him with Italian money and German arms. 
Latent Arab enmity with the Jews was worked 
up and fostered by these adverse forces. Brit- 
ish policy reached its worst climax when Jew- 
ish refugees from Nazi and Fascist tyranny 
were forbidden asylum ‘n the land of hope and 
promise! 

All this is a sad chapter in British foreign 


and colon.al policy. We wonder how far such 
treatment of Israel accounts for the judgments 
suffered in this second Word War. 

In saying all this, we would not overlook the 
immiense advantages to both Jews and Arabs 
Which have accrued from the British adiminis- 
tration. ‘There are dark days of apostasy and 
tribulation ahead for Israel in Palestine in the 
“time of Jacob's trouble” (Jer. 30), but let us 
pray that there may be much blessing for many 
through Gospel witness.

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It is indeed with a joyful and thankful heart, 
I now greet you, our beloved friends from 
home, here at headquarters. The [Lord having 
brought us safely back to the warm sunshine 
of California and our loved ones, and the home- 
base of our work here in Los Angeles. 


All the precious promises of the Word of 
God are true and we have experienced them 
in greater measure, during the long absence 
and thousands of miles of travel that was our 
lot during our missionary journey. The Lord 
did bless our labors above all our expectations. 
Many precious and memorable experiences were 
ours, for which we praise God! 


Here at home, we found greater activity— 
many more workers than when we left. Dr. 
Michelson himself, working hardest of ail, show- 
ing very plainly the marks of the sufferings 
of our Jewish people abroad, having been 
among them. It has so affected him as to 
leave its impress not only in his soul but in 
his countenance as well. So, we all want to 
do .more to share the burden which ts also a 
great privilege as well. 


We see also a change among the Jewish 
people we meet here at home. There is a gen- 
uine interest and a deeper appreciation of our 
work and our message. God is working in the 
hearts of many in Israel. We have precious 
cpportunities to witness to them personally as 
they attend the various meetings and as we 
call on them in their homes and the various 
places of business. Their questions keep us on 
the alert, praying the Holy Spirit will deal 
with them. A young Jewess after hearing us 
speak in a mixed gathering of Jews and Chris- 
tians asked very earnestly and anxiously 
whether it really is a sin to eat dairy foods 
and meat foods together? This is one of the 
strictly enjoined rabbinical commands which 
the orthodox Jewess must observe and not only 
to refrain from the eating of mixed foods as 
mentioned above but she must even use and 
wash separately the dishes from the two dif- 
ferent types of food and all these observances 
will be rewarded with eternal life, according 
to the rabbis, and failure to keep these laws ac- 
cording to the rabbis, is a great sin. Hence, 
the earnest question on the part of a dear young 
Jewess, desiring to please God. 


We were happy to point out to her according 
to the teachings of Jesus that not that which 
we eat defileth, but the words, which we speak 


out of the heart, which disbelieves God. The 
great and real sin that separates us from God, 
we told her, is not to believe on Him, whom 
God has sent—Jesus our true Messiah, who we 
explained has completely covered our sins and 
made it possible for us to be acceptible unto 
God by what He has done for us in becoming 
our Redeemer, when He died on the cross in 
our stead. 


She listened with deep interest and when 
the time came for her to say goodbye, she said: 
“Tt was all so wonderful, I am anxious to 
hear more.” 


Another young Jewess, who came with her 
husband to hear us speak at a church service, 
also showed a real desire to know the truth. 
She said: “I am studying now the Old Testa- 
ment. Someone gave me a Bible, but I never 
read the Bible before and I don’t seem to be 
able to understand it, but I do want to know.” 

We urged upon her that she pray earnestly 
for God to reveal His Word to her.

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A tew of our recent contacts with Jewish 
people have been interesting. On one occasion 
we called on a Jewess upon whom we had 
called before, with her we had a long and in- 
teresting discussion upon the things of God, 
and, ag usual, pointed out the Messiahship of 
the I.ord Jesus Christ. She listened, and con- 
versed with us in a marked way, and we were 
also invited to “be sure” and call again. And 
thanked us for giving her so much of our time. 

We also stopped at a place of business, where 
we conversed with a Jewish young man, he 
listened without comment, but from his facial 
expression it was evident that he was following 
us aS we spoke to him of Christ, the Jewish 
Messiah. He also accepted a New Testament, 
and Gospel literature we offered him, and as- 
sured us that he would read it. In another 
store, a Jewish gentleman also accepted a New 
Testament and stated, “I’ll take it home and 


read it evenings.” And we know that the en- 


trance of God’s Word giveth light. 

With another Jewish gentleman we held a 
brief discussion, we had conversed with him 
on two other occasions. As we talked upon the 
things of God with him, he remarked, “I ad- 
mire and respect you for the work that you are 
doing, and perhaps some day the Jews. will 
come to see that,” for we had been speaking 
to him of Christ, the Jewish Messiah. To which 
he replied, “Maybe it will come some day, 
but it may take a little while. I admire you 
for the noble work you are doing.” We are 
impressed with the fact that the Jews do not 
resent it, when we try to point out to thein that 
Christ is their promised Messiah, and the hope 
of Israel is bound up in Christ, and in Wim 
alone. One day while conversing with another 
Jewish man, with whom we conversed upon 
several occasions, we “clinched” our remarks 
by saying, “Mr. D., what do YOU think of 
Christ?” To which he replied, “I think he was 
a wonderful man,” “He was,” we replied, add- 
ing, “Then why de you not believe on Him?” 
Then we pointed out how that every one is 
agreed that Christ was a “Good Man,” and that 
the Jews ought to be happy to own Him. Each 
time we leave these Jewish friends, we are as- 
sured that we might call again, so we keep 
on giving them, “precept upon precept, line 
upon line.” Perhaps one day the light may 
break through. 

One very interesting discussion was held 
with a Jewish business man. Business was 
“di'?’ that morn’ng, so we had a very good 
opportunity to converse at length with him. 
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He, like so many in these days, had lost faith 
in God and man, and he had no faith in his 
own religion, much less was he interested in 
any other kind of spiritual matters. But as we 
conversed he became a bit less “indifferent.” 
For we pointed out to him what the end of a 
life of indifference would be. His experiences 
with “religions” had been so disappointing, 
that he cared nothing about things spiritual. 
Then we pointed out to him the vast difference 
between “religion” and knowing Christ as-ones’ 
own personal Saviour. We then inquired if we 
might send to him a young man who recently 
had accepted Christ as his own personal Sav- 
iour, so that he could see what Christ can do 
for one that will wholly trust Him. To which 
he replied, “Yes, it won’t hurt.” And this we 
alm to do, for as we often state, it is nice to 
hear the testimony of others. 

As we conversed with this gentleman, we 
brought out many truths of Scripture, on 
Christ’s first and second coming, then we gave 
him something of the dark days ahead, and of 
the coming anti-Christ, that will one day rule 
the world. Remarking, that at one time that 
may have seemed “fantastic” but we have just 
recently seen how one man almost crippled a 
whole nation. To which he replied, “No, I 
don’t think it fantastic.” Then he related how 
he had been thinking along these lines, that the 
time would come when one man would rule 
the world, to which we replied, “Mr. G.,, 
whether you realize it or not, you were think- 
ing along Biblical lines,” and we enlarged upon 
these things, stating, “It is either Christ, or 
anti-Christ, . . . choose Christ Mr. G.” We 
cannot give the full text of our discussion, but 
he did accept a New Testament and also the 
Gospel literature we offered him, likewise a 
book on the second toming of Christ. And we 
trust that he may come to know Him, Whom 
to know aright ts life eternal.

The next peace palace is to be somewhere in 
the United States of America. Says a contem- 
porary: “White and shin'ng by the blue lake 
Geneva stands the tomb of Peace.” 

One has only to sce the home of the ill-fated 
League of Nations to realize the irony of the 
phrase “the tomb of Peace”. No money was 
spared in the building and furnishing of this 
magnificent palace. Each member state vied 
with each other in providing the very best it 
could produce or purchase. Today one can 
walk through its portals and see the vivid sym- 
bolical frescoes on the walls of its handsome 
stairways and the ceilings of its council cham- 
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bers; the exquisite carvings and tapestries, its 
elaborate furnishings and up-to-date business 
ainenities; but—the palace is lifeless. 

Equipped as it is with every possible con- 
venience for such an assembly as the United 
Nations Conference and built just for such use, 
it has been passed by, in case the ghost of its 
ghastly failure should haunt and thwart the 
new endeavour. 

Now the United Nations are to find another 
home somewherg in the New World. How long 
will it be before the same fate will overtake 
the new effort? We fear public confidence is 
not on a very high level. Certainly never before, 
not even in 1919, was an international body 
faced with. so many baffling problems. 

One element in the world to-day which low- 
erg the possibility of world peace to an abys- 
mal level is the depths of the hatreds which 
grip people against people. Communities at 
boiling point seem to be threatening new wars 
in almost every country. The American Ge- 
neva is as doomed to failure as any previous 
effort at world peace unless the heart of man 
can be changed; and that will never be brought 
about by political compromise at a world con- 
ference, but alone by the blood of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Have your sins been washed 
awav bv that blood?

Our Relief Agent for Austria, Dr. Carl 
Schoenthal wrote us as follows: 


“Dear Brother in Christ: The representative 
of your society, in the heart of Europe, de- 
sires to send warmest Christian greetings to 
you and to all the gcod people in America, who 
enable us to do a tremendous work of love for 
the hungry and needy brethren of Israel. I 
have received so far a total of 537 packages 
from you—that is 422 with food and 115 with 
clothing, which we have distributed among the 
poor people. Oh, how many you and the dear 
peop!e in America have saved from starvation 
and how many tears you have dried! I want 
to convey to you the deepest expression of 
thankfulness, of all the receivers of gifts and 
my own gratefulness that I was able to give 
these precious gifts of food and clothing in 
His name. 


Lately I got in contact with many people, 
some of them with outstanding mental and 
moral qualities which have suffered tunspeak- 
ably during the last years of Nazi tyranny, 
when all the hatred of a satanic power was 
turned against the Jews. I have had the pleasure 
to entertain some of these, our brethren, in 
our home and to talk to them, and during that 
short time, they seemed to forget all their 
troubles and hardships. How wonderful it is 
to show to them the light, which shone in our 
darkness two thousand years ago, coming into 
the darkness of our sins and taking them away 
on Calvary. May the coming year bring the 
precious light of Christ, which has brightened 
my life and that of many, more and more to 
Israel. Let us join in prayer for precious op- 
portunities to bring the Gospel of love and 
salvation to as many as possible of our people 
to whom Christ was preached first, even be- 
fore He was preached to the Gentiles. 


Feeling a great responsibility, as a servant of 
our Lord, and as a medical doctor, I beseech 
you all in your country, which is so blessed 
by God, not to cease in efforts to support our 
work amongst the Jews here that not one of 
God's chosen people—and they are still God’s 
chosen people, may be lost. We want to doa 
great work for Israel to the glory of God. Let 
your efforts, your prayers, and your gifts be 
a worthy burnt offering in the presence of His 
holiness.

Our Work In Germany 
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Bro. |oewy, our missionary for Germany, 
writes: 


Dear Dr. Michelson: 


I have up to date received from you 1&1 
packages—103 with food and 78 with clothing. 
It is our daily prayer that the Lord may bless 
our brothers and sisters in America and re- 
ward their love according to the riches of 
His mercy. 


We also thank you, dear Dr. Michelson, for 
a:l the effort involved in organizing everything 
and that through you so much help is being 
given. I am grateful for your promise of 
further aid, and our joy in this expectancy is 
very great indeed. 


I have so far extended help mostly to Jew- 
ish Christians but whenever we find Jewish 
refugees, they do not go away without receiv- 
ing aid from us. I have been able to assist 
148 persons with food and clothing. It is my 
desire not only to feed and clothe them, but 
a'so to bring them the Bread of Life, which 
is the Gospel. 


We have a woman in our group, whose hus- 
band I was privileged to prepare for baptism. 
Our Lord gave him the grace to come to a 
living faith in Christ. He became an earnest 
Christian. Not a Sunday went by but that 
he did not attend some church service. He 
himself has conducted services at his home. 
When the Nazis came to power they called for 
him. He confessed to them his belief in Jesus 
and told them that he attended church every 
Sunday. That was reason enough for the of- 
ficials to send him to the Concentration Camp 
at Auschwitz, from which he did not return. 
His wife and childrea remained behind, sutf- 
fering from the most terrible hardships. 

Recently two of his children, two girls of 
ten and twelve vears o* age, came to me on a 
cold and rainy day. They had only wooden 
soles tied to their feet and told me, that they 
had no food in the hcuse and were wondering 
whether I might be able to helo them. How 
happy I was to be able to hand to each: of 
them a food package, and my wife gave them 
shoes and clothing. Thankiag us, and with 
radiant eyes, they went hame. 

There are so many cases of a similar nature. 
Again and again the Lord gives us an oppor- 
tunity to serve Him. Yes, let us work while 
it is day; the night cometh when no man can 
work. | 

At present I am holding Bible classes for 
Jewish believers and unbelievers. Our tmeet- 
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ings are weil attended and there is great inter- 
est in the study of the Word. 

A short while ago a woman came to me whose 
husband died in a concentration camp. He ac- 
cepted the Lord Jesus Christ, and I prepared 
him for baptism. Now this man’s wife and her 
four children are left behind in the direst need. 
They have a little home, tn which they live, 
but, as she is without any means and unable 
to make payments, she has to vacate it. Where 
shall she go? There are nv flats and no apart- 
ments, since almost everything has been de- 
stroyed, and many refugees need shelter. As I 
do not have any means, I was unable to help 
her. I felt very bad about it, but I prayed 
and asked the Lord to undertake for the dear 
sister who is in such desperate need. How 
gladly I would have helped, because she has 
sufiered so much. 

Please continue to help us, for the needs are 
increasing daily.

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Letters Received From 
Abroad 
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As we watch the constant stream of pack- 
ages of food and clothing that pass through the 
hands of our workers in our relief department 
as they are dispatched for the help of needy 
Jews in Europe and Palestine, we so often 
speculate in thought over each individual pack- 
age and wonder just who will receive it. We 
conjure up thoughts of refugees, broken in 
spirit, homeless and in great need, as their eyes 
first fall upon these cloth-bound packages. 
They must wonder what it is that impels 
Christian friends on this side of the Atlantic 
to show them so much kindness. We could 
not begin to print the many letters that come 
to us from these refugees—letters of gratitude 
from hearts that overflow. We have selected 
a few extracts from some of these letters in 
order that our readers might have an insight 
‘nto what it means to these unfortunate people 
to receive help. Here are a few of these ex- 
tracts: 


Mrs. B. H. of Vienna writes in part: 

“Please accept my deepest heart-felt thanks 
for the two packages, one with food and the 
other with underwear and clothing, which both 
arrived safely in two successive days, to our 
immense joy. I especially am so happy that 
you did not forget me, for we are in a great 
crisis and flour—(I am using oatmeal instead 
which you so kindly sent me)—sugar, and fat 
as well as coffee have become scarcities. 


Please do not be angry with me for mention- 
ing these things, but sometimes one is filled 
to overflowing with the cares about just how to 
survive and then one cannot help saying some- 
thing about it. Dear Dr. Michelson, is there 
among your articles of clothing a pair of pants 
in good condition? I need it so desperate:y 
for my husband. He is tall and thin. He no 
longer has any winter underwear, and not a 
single pair of pants in good condition, and he 
is always cold. In Vienna only strangers, dip- 
lomats and high officials have good clothes; 
otherwise there is hardly anybody who has a 
pair of pants that does not show a great deal 
of wear. There are other articles that are 
lacking, but they are not so important for a 
man. Oh, I feel so ashamed to molest you 
with my cares, but I look upon you as a great 
benefactor to whom I am most deeply in- 
debted. May God guide my steps and permit 
my hands and mind to express in service what- 
ever good and helpful deeds my feeble strength 
will permit with God’s help. I am at your ser- 
vice at any time and for anything you would 
wish me to do. I simply cannot express in 
words what gratitude I and my husband feel, 
and we pray that God’s richest blessing may 
rest upon you.” 

Mr. FE. J., of Berlin, Germany, wrote: 

“Tt was a great joy to receive your good let- 
ter of the Ist of November. Your promised 
help is indeed the help of God. Through the 
terrible war my family and I have lost prac- 
tically all our clothing. My wife and my two 
children have nothing warm to wear and no 
solid shoes and I myself am not better off. In 
addition to that there is the totally insufficient 
food. My greatest worry are my two children 
aged 11 and 6, a girl and a boy who are al- 
ready undernourished and are threatened by 
the worst if help does not arrive soon, Do 
help us, we pray, as much as you can. We 
shall be so deeply grateful.” 

Miss A. G., of Vienna wrote: 

“Dear Dr. Michelson, a few days ago I re- 
ceived your kind fetter. How great was my 
amazement when I read your kind words. 
Probably you got my address from my father, 
who is in Shanghai and whom I hope to see 
soon, 

You cannot imagine how happy [I was to 
learn that help will come my way through your 
kindness. So far nobody has done anything for 
me and it has been a very long time since I 
last had something to bring me joy. I have 
always trusted in God and I pray that He mav 
not forsake me. I have passed through much 
suffering but have never lost the hope that 
there will be a change. 


At present I am out of work, and during the

“When my cousin Miss A. U. told me of vou 
and of the letter she wrote to you in which she 
described my case it was hard for me to imagine 
that I should have such friends. But it was a 
Proof that ‘nothing is impossible with God.’ 
My cousin received your exceedingly kind fetter 
and when I read it I felt that My case was in 
the best of hands. 


You cannot imagine, dear Dr. Michelson, how 
great my Joy was when the postman handed me 
your package! My gratitude is most deep-felt 
for our food problem is very critical. It espe- 
cially affects my condition as I need a great 
deal of strength in order to overcome the 
paresis from which I suffer as an after-effect of 
infantile paralysis. 


Again, all my thanks for your help, and may 
God’s richest blessing rest upon you.” 


Mrs. A. S., from Brussels, Belgium, wrote: 


“Your kind letter of the 10th of December 
filled me with great joy and I am so grateful 
that you want to help me. 


Through the Gestapo T lost everything—that 
which I loved most: my dear parents and my 
husband as well as the rest of my family. I 
am not grieved over the other things that were 
taken from me, those things can be replaced 
but parents once lost can never return. 


As Mrs. E. M. told you, my courage is gone 
after all these trials and mv stay at the Concen- 
tration Camp. Since my liberation I have not 
had one single day that was free from care and 
grief. I have often thought of joining a church 
but I have none here in whom T can confide 
and to whom I could go. Only Mrs. E. M. has 
been my confidant who advised what I myself 
desired. Perhaps it will now be possible to ful- 
fill my wish with your help, dear Dr. Michelson, 
and in addition get a little human assistance as 
well. 


Since you were kind enough to ask me what T 
most urgently need I would reauest that you 
kindly send me a pair of stockings, a pair of 
shoes and a dress as well as one set of warm 
underwear if that is not asking too much. Please 
don’t he angry with me for expressing my 


wishes. Please do write to me again. It makes 
me so happy when I know that someone re- 
members me. 

Again all my thanks for your love and for 
what you are willing to do for me.” 


Mrs. G. S. writes to us from Delmenhorst, 
Germany: 


“Dear Dr. Michelson, your letter was a great 
joy to me and I thank you most sincerely for 
your kind words and your sympathy in our dis- 
tress. We have hard times behind us and deep 
sorrow for loved ones who were murdered by 
Hitler. Our task now is to stand up under 
hard times and to trust in God. We are from 
East Prussia. Because of my being a Christian 
Jewess no opportunity for escape was given to 
me and my children and we had to pass through 
the terrible times of Russian occupation. Until 
1945 I passed through the most awful condi- 
tions and we were often on the verge of com- 
plete despair. But God did not forsake us, and 
so in November of last year I had the first com- 
munication from my husband who was on the 
other side of the Polish Corridor. Within five 
days I was able to flee. At the last minute I 
was given a helping hand by a Jewish man from 
Poland, who helped us to arrive in Berlin where 
we arrived safely but with almost no belongings. 
My husband is happy to have us again, and 
even though everything is very difficult we 
again have a home and have made a new begin- 
ning. Nevertheless, it is often difficult not to 
get discouraged, especially since our five-year- 
old boy is ill most of the time, and business 
as well as all other prospects are very dark. 

I am so happy at the thought of the packages 
we are to receive from you and I thank you 
with all my heart.” 


We received the following letter from Mr 
H. S. and his family and relatives, of Dillen- 
burg, Germany: 


“We received with great thanks your kind 
gift parcels. We gave the children’s clothes to 
my brother who has seven children from 7 to 16 
years old. My brother thanks you very much. 
The dresses and coat fit my sister Eliza very 
well, and she thanks you most heartily. As we 
cannot buy any materia] in Germany, nor 
clothes, nor shoes, I come with another request 
to you: May I beg vou to send me, if possible, 
some working clothes and shoes for men. My 
husband lost all his clothes during the bomb- 
ing of the Rhineland. We all are so grateful 
for all you have done for us.” 


Miss A. B. of Toesens Tyrol, Austria, wrote: 
“Our local paper has, in view of the more 
and more serious food situation, advised its 


readers to get in touch with friends and rela- 
tives in the U. S. A. and to request them to send 
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us packages. Unfortunately, I have no friends 
or relatives in the States. My father, being a 
Jew, was led away by the Nazis. I am now 
informed by the Jewish community in Prague 
that in May, 1943, he was burnt to death at the 
Annihilation Camp of Teresienstadt. After be- 
ing imprisoned myself for almost six months 
I managed to escape and was hiding in Tyrol 
until the Allied Forces arrived. Apart from 
losing all of my money and furniture I became 
afflicted with serious lung trouble as a result 
of the hardships I went through and today 
I am 40 pounds underweight. If you think 
anyone cares for us here in Austria you are mis- 
taken. And so I would be so very very grateful 
to you for helping me.” 


Mrs. E. R. of Berlin 
follows: 


Germany, wrote to us as 


“Today I received your wonderful letter of 
the 13th of November. To me it is a miracle 
how God contrives to help everywhere. While 
as Christians we know that the needs of the 
body are not the most important, still as human 
beings we find that food is necessary to keep 
body and soul together. 


My two boys—14-year-old Peter and 8-year- 
old Martin—are wild with joy and can hardly 
wait for the day when all those wonderful 
things, which you are sending us, will arrive. 
Food conditions are at present so bad here 
that we never have enough to eat. It naturally 
pains a mother when she has to refuse her chil- 
dren an extra piece of dry bread because she 
must save it for the next day 


Now we are to receive help from someone 
who does not even know us and who yet sym- 
pathizes so deeply with our situation and con- 
soles and encourages us with such warm heart- 
felt words. With what did we deserve this 
and how can we thank you, dear Dr. Michelson? 


My husband, though he had been a Christian 
for 35 years when the Nazis came to power, was 
taken to the Buchanwald Concentration camp 
but later managed to leave for Shanghai, China, 
where he still is. I was w'thout news from him 
for about five years and it was only last August 
that I heard from him for the first time. Our 
marriage has been a very happy one because, as 
I may say, both our lives are based on Christ. 
Of course, I and my children desire most 
ardently to be reunited with him whom we have 
not seen in eight years.”

‘Behind the Foreign News 


RNEST BEVIN is more accom- 
plished than the. man in the 
moon. The lunar gentleman 
2 requires 28 days to go through his 
four phases, but His Majesty’s sec- 
retary of state for foreign affairs 


went through 
three phases last 
week in four 
days. In perform 
ing this neat feat, 
Bevin completed: 
a full cycle of 
policy. 

The waning and: 
waxing of Bevin: 
might come under 
three titles: (1) 
America, get out 
of British affairs; 
(2) America, we 
love you, and (3) 
America, please 
come into British affairs. 

The first phase shone dismally 
in the House of Commons last 
Tuesday when the harassed Ernie, 
in the fighting trim of an embattled 
trades union leader, told this coun- 
try to mind its business in the 
Palestine imbroglio. 

To make the tirade sound au- 
thentic Bevin charged that Presi- 
dent Harry Truman played a cheap 
political trick when he asked, in 
October, 1946, that 100,000 Jews be 
admitted to the Holy Land. 

The implication was that Truman 
did this only to curry “ “or with 
the Jewish vote in Ame . on the 
eve of the election. 

Bevin forgot that this was a 
reiteration of a similar request 
made by the president on Nov. 13, 
1945. He further overlooked the 
fact that this was the recommenda- 
tion—not of President Truman— 
but of the Anglo-American Com- 
mittee for Palestine by which 
Bevin’s government promised to 
abide. . 

Only the trickery o! .-evin is 
involved. He is in such a tight 
spot that he is compelled to resort 
to any subterfuge to escape. The 
Palestine mess, of Britain’s own 
deliberate making for reasons of 
oil and strategy, is too much for 
the portly minister. 

The basic trouble is that Bevin 
is not well versed on the situation 
in the Near East. This may seem 
like an incredible statement to 
make about the man who directs 
the foreign policy of Britain in 
this critical age, but those in a 
position to know say that he has 
not even read the terms of the 
mandate. Bevin has relied entire- 
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ly on the judgment of the perma- 
nent officials at Whitehall. For 
this: reason his policy not only 
follows the course of the policy 
‘pursued by the Conservative-domi- 
nated coalition government, but 
goes even farther astray in a re- 
pressive direction. It completely 
subverts the pre-election volicy of 
the Labor party on Palestine. 


Bevin’s desperation is shown not 
only in the breaking of diplomatic 
precedent in revealing the behind- 
the-scenes discussion between him- 
self and former Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes over the Truman 
statement, but in his ignoring of 
diplomatic facts. 


By his charges Bevin sought to 
give the impression that the Unit- 
ed States is following a wnolly 
pro-Jewish policy. The facts are 
quite otherwise and Bevin knows it. 


In the conquest of Germany the 
entire correspondence file and the 
diary of Haj Amen el Husseini, 
grand muifti of Jerusalem, was 
captured by the Allies. It is ir- 
refutable legal proof of the Arab 
leader’s collaboration with the 
Axis. For a long time it was de- 
posited at Nuernberg where the 
German war criminals were on 
trial. But not one word about the 
mufti or an evidence of his guilt 
was allowed to come out. 

For several months after victory, 
the mufti was a ‘prisoner in 
France. Th ° one day he con- 
veniently “e. -ped” and now has 
found hospitality in Cairo under 
the protection of the king of 
Egypt. 

Asked why the mufti was not 
brought to trial with other Axis 
criminals, British official. always 
shrugged their shoulders or went so 
far as to say that “he isn’t zo bad.” 
Even months before his “escape” 
from France Palestinian Arabs were 
predicting hi- -2turn and governing 
their action .th that thought in 
mind. ' 

But the documents—one of the 
most complete files that the United 
Nations possesses on any enemy 
character—are now in the hands of 
the State Department in Washing- 
ton. Demands that they be released 
have repeatedly been refused. All 


‘of the papers have been translated 


into English, yet the United States 
withholds this information to which 
the world is entitled so as not to 
embarrass the British. 

Who is playing political tricks for 
whom? Maybe Bevin would like to 
answer that question at some sub- 
Sequent date? 


Well, the mufti got away. Last 
week Fawzi el Kaukji, military 
leader of the Arab revolt in Pales- 
tine in 1936, flew from Europe to 
Palestine where his plane refueled 
at Lydda, passed though the hands 
of British customs inspectors and 
_then flew on to Cairo, There is an 
* $8,000 price on-.his head. 


But did anyone ever hear of a 
Jew getting into Palestine without 
the British knowing it? Not even 
considerations of humanity can ef- 
fect that. 

And if Bevin wishes to become 
thoroughly honest and explain all 
he might some day tell why his 
government failed to carry out the 
suggestions of the Anglo-American 
committee after its members had 
been told, both before their survey 
and after they made their report, 
that its ideas would be implement- 
ed at once? 

Bevin’s unjustified charges against 
President Truman brought such a 
reaction that further explanation 
was deemed in order. This came 
in the second phase of the foreign 
secretary’s whirlwind change on 
Thursday. Then he told the Com- 
mons: 


“On all questions our relations 
with the United States are of the 
most cordial character, and I can 
assure the House that we, on our 
part, shall. not allow any wedge 
to be driven between our two coun- 
tries to disturb our friendship.” 

That friendship—imperative for 
both Atlantic powers—can best be 
maintained if Ernie will quit jam- 
ming in wedges to give himself an 
“out” in the mess of his own mak- 
ing at home. 

As if to show that there was no 
hard feeling, Bevin’s government 
on Friday completed the cycle 
when it called upon Washington for 
help in handling the situation in 
Greece. 

London has announced that it 
will find it extremely difficult to 
continue large scale assistance to 
Greece after March 31. It has ap- 
pealed to the United States for 
help. The request inspired a secret 
conference in Washington and what 
decision was reached, other than a 
tentative proposal that the presi- 
dent appeal to Congress for greater 
aid for Greece, was not revealed. 

Here was a prime opportunity 
for the chief executive to even 
the score. He could have informed 
Bevin that the United States, fol- 
lowing his admonition of Tuesday, 
did not intend on Friday to play 
any dirty political tricks at the ex- 
pense of the Greek people or the 
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jeopardy of Britain’s position. 
If it is logical for the United 


States to help in Greece—and we 


are convinced it is—why is it das- 
tardly for the United States to help 
in Palestine? 

This country has no legal com- 
mitments to Greece. It does have 
them in Palestine, for the United 


' States was one of the powers which 


confirmed Britain in the mandate. 

We are really sorry Bevin is in 
a jam on Greece. But the financial 
outlay there plus the 15,000 troops 
remaining are dwarfed by the ex- 
penditure in men and money in 
Palestine—an expenditure that is 
made to violate the pledge to create 
a Jewish national home rather than 
to uphold it. 


If Britain would withdraw its 
100,000 troops in Palestine—a de- 
mand that is being increasingly 
voiced by the British people — it 
would find the outlay cut down, 
more men to mine coal and run 
the nationalized industries and the 
situation in the Near East well on 
the road to settlement. It is not 
true, as inspired propaganda reit- 
erates, that the British are keep- 
ing the Jews and Arabs from each 
others throats. The terror in Pales- 
tine is between British and Jew 
alone. 

Bevin seems bent on one thing— 
the transformation of Palestine into 
another puppet Arab state such as 
dot the Near East, most in the 
hands of Britain. but one, Saudi 
Arabia, an appendage of the United 
States. 

It is patent that he is still play- 
ing a game rather than seeking a 
solution. His appeal to the United 
Nations is such a move. We predict 


that the United Nations will never : 


be asked to handle the Palestine 
question. Certainly there is talk of 
calling a special session. 


But should the Holy Land be- 
come a matter of United Nations 
debate the trouble will intensify 
rather than clarify. Russia, through 
its revived interest in the Ortho- 
dox Church would put in a claim; 
the French, still rankling over Brit- 
ish double dealing in Syria will 
press their claims, the United States 
will have a claim and the whole 
issue will be immeasurably com- 
plicated. This, Britain will never 
tolerate. 

There is only one solution to the 
Palestine problem: the _ establish- 
ment of a Jewish national home 


under the terms of the mandate. g 
All else is froth. Any methods look- 
ing to any other answer are patent § 


frauds.

Thank you for your letter of March 10th 
concerning Palestine. I shall certainly convey 
to London the views of your constituents, in 
accordance with your request.

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belong to them, although as you know, the British 
Government have equally refused to agree with the 
Arab contention that Jewish immigration should be 
stopped altogether. The last British proposals 
indeed provided for the admittance of almost 100 ,000 
Jews over the next two years. Thig¢ was in line with 
Recommendation 2 of the Anglo~American Committee of 
Enquiry. 

One of the difficulties facing the British 
Administration in Palestine has been the attempt by 
certain Zionist elements to force by violence and 
py the organization of illegai immigration, a 
political solution acceptable to one commnity only. 


It ig clearly the duty of the Mandatory Power to 
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resist such an attempt. It is also their duty to 
ensure that immigrants who enter the country under 
the immigration quota are those who have the 
greatest need, This is not the primary concern of 
those who are organizing {liegal immigration. Such 


measures as the British authorities are being 


obliged to take to prevent violence and to control 
illegal immigration have been made necessary by 
organized attempts to defeat the purposee@ of the 
Mandate. 

These considerations are of even greater 
importance now that the British Government has 
decided to remit the problem to the United Nations, 
gince it is essential that the United Netions should 
base their eventual recommendations on the strict 
merits of the case and on proper consideration of 
the interests of all the eommunities in the country. 
In their deliberations I am sure that the vosition 
of the displaced persons in Europe will be prominent. 
fhe plight of the displaced persons is & challenge 
to the conscience of the whole world and none of us 


ean fail to hope and to work for a rapid settlement 


of that unhappy problem. But it is a problem to 


the solution of which not only Palestine, but all 
eountries should, as I think you will agree, make 
their contribution.

Recent news dispatches from Palestine 
describing the imprisonment of Jewish refugees and of 
American citizens have shocked and saddened those of 
us who have long hoped that this whole matter would 
be settled without disturbing friendly relations 
between America and Great Britain. 


I would appreciate your conveying to your 
Government my views and the views of a number of my 
constituents on the Palestine situation. It is our 
hope that room can still be made there for the victims 
of Hitler who must still, two years after his defeat, 
remain in DP camps in Germany or in concentration 
camps in Cyprus. 
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We ask that your Government keep the pledges 
made to the Jewish people in the program of the Labor 
Party; that an end be brought to martial law and 
imprisonment of Jews in Palestine; that the gates of 
that country be opened to immediate large scale Jewish 
immigration; and that illegal land restrictions there 
be removed.
